SUPERVISED RELEASE 

Upon release from imprisonment, the defendant stiall be on supervised release for a term of ONE (1) year. 

Wlnile on supervised release, the defendant shall not commit another federal, state, or local crime; shall not iilegaliy 
possess a controlled substance; shall comply with the standard conditions that have been adopted by this court (set fortti 
beiow); and shall comply with the following additional conditions: 

1 . The defendant shall report in person to the Probation Office in the district to which the defendant is released as sooiji 

as possible, but in no event later than 72 hours of release from the custody of the Bureau of Prisons. 
If this judgment imposes a fine, special assessment, costs, or restitution obligation, it shall be a condition of supervised releasi 
thatthedefendantpayanysuchfine, assessments, costs, and restitution that remain unpaid atthe commencement of the term 
of supervised release. 

STANDARD CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION 

1 . You wili not leave the judicial district without permission of the Court or probation officer. 

2. You will report to the probation officer and submit a truthful and complete written report within the first five days of each month. 

3. You will answer truthfully all inquiries by the probation officer, and follow the instructions of the probation officer. 

4. You will support your dependents and meet other family responsibilities, to include complying with any court order or order of administrative 
process requiring the payment of child support. 

5. You will work regulady at a lawful occupaUon unless excused by the probation officer for schooling, training, or otfier acceptable reasons. 

6. You will notify the probation officer at least ten days prior to any change of residence or employment. 

7. You will not frequent places where controlled substances are Illegally sold, or administered; you shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol an J 
will not purchase, possess, use, distribute or administer any controlled substance or paraphernalia related to such substances, except as 
prescribed by a physician. 

8. You will not associate with any persons engaged In criminal activity, and will not associate with any person convicted of a crime unless grante i 
permission to do so by the probation officer. 

9. You will permit a probation officer to visit at any time at your home, employment or elsewhere and will permit confiscation of any contraban i 
obsen/ed in plain view by the probation officer. ., 

10. You will notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested, questioned, or upon having any contact with a law enforcement 
officer. 

1 1 . You,wlll not enter into any agreement to act as an Informer or special agent of a law enforcement agericy without the permission of the Court 

12. As directed by the probation officer, you will notify thinj parties of risks that may be occasioned by your crimlnalrecord or personal history cr 
characteristics, and permit the probation officer to make such notifications and to confinn your compliance with such notification requirements^. 

13. You will not possess a firearm, destructive device, or other dangerous weapon. 

ADDITIONAL CONDITIONS: 



The defendant shall provide a DNA sample. 

The defendant shall cooperate with the government's effort to have him deported from the United States. 

The defendant shall not re-enter the United States without proper authorization from the United States government. 

The Court finds that the defendant does not have the ability to pay a fine, or costs, of incarceration or supervision.

General of any material change in the defendant's economic circumstances that might affect the defendant's ability to pay a fine or 
restitution. As set out in 18 U.S.C. § 3664(n}, if the defendant receives substantial resources from any source, including inheritance 
settlement, or other judgment, during the period of incarceration, the defendant shall apply the value of such resources to any restitution 
or fine still owed.
